PITTSBURG, July 19.—The rescue 
crew of the Bureau of Mines, station- 
ed at Pittsburg, and volunteers con- 
tinued to work tonight in an effort to 
reach the nine men who were en- 
tomibed by an explosion in the mine 
of the Union Collieries company, at 
Benton, eighteen miles from here, 
eafly todity. Members of the rescue 
crew said tonight that the entrance 
of the mine had been repaired and 
thnt they expected to penetrate the 
debris at the bottom of the shaft be- 
fore midnight. 

Officials of the Union company an- 
nounced tonight that they ascertained 
that the nine men had been entomb- 
ed, instead of eight, as reported today, 
‘The missing include three fire bosses 
three pumpers and three laborers. 

Canary is Lowered Down Shaft 

As soon as the cage was repaired 
late today, a mine rescue worker, 
carrying a canary bird, was lowered 
into the shaft, a distance of more 
than five hundred feet. He was pull- 
ed up in ten minutes, and as the bira 
showed no ill effect of the trip, mem- 
bers of the rescue crew said that the 
mine was free from gas and fire. They 
cxplaine] that the bird was used as a 
gas and fire test.’ 

Lampman Turned on Power 

Mike Thoms, a jampman, who wae 
on duty when the explosion occurred 
said today that shortly after the nine 
men went into the mine on a tour, he 
received a telephone cal! fram John 
Lutman, fire boss, who was with the 
party at the mfne. Lutman, he said, 
asked that he turn on the power s0 
that he could get light. ‘Thomas sald 
that he imfonmed Lutman that it was 
against orders to turn on power, but, 
he added, when the fire boss told him 
there was no danger, he complied with 
the request. A tlew minutes later 
the explosion occurred.

This attack followed a night of terror into which the city was 
plunged as a result of street fighting, in whieh Sinn Feiners and 
the military participated. Two men were killed-and some forty 
were wounded in the gun fighting, which brought the total of 
casualties well over the one hundred mark. The Sinn Feiners used 
the guerilla tactics, which had been outlined in the plan of cam- 
paign of the Republican army: :

There were a few pure bred horses 
entered by local breeders and quite a 
large number of grades. 

In cattle, A. E. & C. S. Clemone, of 
Sedgwick had their herd of Aberdeen 
Angus, and J. H. Hand, of Stettler 
exhibited his Jersey herd. Neither 
had much competition. In poultry the 
principal outride exhibitor was J. LW. 
Wilkinson & Sons of Kdmonton.

Aside from the judging of the live- 
stock the big attractions on Wednes- 
day were the horse races, and the aer- 
oplane stunts staged by Capt. Tailyor 
of Edmonton, which were of a high 
order.

KIWANIANS ARE 
ADDRESSED BY 
GEN. GRIESBACH 


A most instructive address relating 
to Canada's national«owned railways 
and the relation of the Canadian mer- 
chant marine toward them, was de- 
livered by Brigadier-General 'W. <A. 
Griesach, C/M.G., DS.O., M-P., at thé 
regular noon luncheon which pwas held 
by the Kiwanis club on Monday. 

The speaker mentioned the fact 
that the government of Canada now 
owns fifty-three per cent of all ratl- 
way lines in the Dominion, a total 
of more than 22,000 miles. The fact 
that Canada was committed to a gov- 
ernment owned fsailway policy which 
was forced upon it to prevent a great 
disaster to the country through pri- 


vate ownership, was greatly empha- 
sized by the epeaker. 
In speaking of the neceasity of 


building up traffic for the national 
lines, General Grieshbach said that a 
shipbuilding policy was embarked up- 
on in 1918, after which $4000,000 
was then voted for the purpose. Ship- 
work followed with the result that 
forty-seven boats are operating 
through the various oceans engnged 
in Canada's trate. Satisfactory 
earnings have been made by these 
Ships, remarked the speaker, and 
every craft will pay for iteelf within

TESTING BALLOON FABRIC 

Safety in balloon voyaging obviously‘ de- 
pends primarily upon the integrity of the 
fabric, rubberized cloth, out of which the 
gasbag is made, An additional considera- 
tion is that a leaky fabric wastes the gas, 
whicii is expensive, 

Accordingly, in the bultlding of a new 
dirigible, careful tests are made of the 
fabric that is to be used, to determine its 
degree of permeability ta gas and its 
wearing quality, One of these testa con- 
sists in filling a number of little spherical 
balloons with hydrogen—these being made 
of the same fabric—-and exposing them in 
the open air fer several days. If any one 
of them shows signs of leakage or other 
defect, the whole consignment of rubber- 
ized clota is rejected. 


HOW MEROURY IS OBTAINED 

Mercury is called “quick” silver be- 
cause it seams as ff alive, so lively is 
the way in which it runsahbout, It fa 
a fluid—that is to say molten—at 
temperatures which remler other met- 
als solid. 

The ore from which it da derived ia 
a mixture of sulgyhur and mercury, 
called “cinnabar,” and when very pure 
is in color a brilliant vermilion. It 
is from this source, indeed, that ver- 
milion used to he obtained. Nowa- 
days, however, it i¢ usually made by 
heating mercury together with sul- 
phur, potash and water, 

To get the mercury from the ore it 
is necessary merely to separate jt 
from the sulphur with which tt is 
chemically combined, and this ts ac- 
complished ‘by roasting The ore 
goes from the crusher into a furnace, 
where high heat volatizes the quick- 
silver, the latter being thereupon pre- 
ciitated pure in a wuter-jacketed 
“condenser.”* Out of the condenser 
it runs in a silvery etream, ard ie put 
up in wrought iron flasks for market,

Millionaire Theatrical Man Drop- 
ped Out of Sight Almost in a 
: Moment 


Toronto, Ont., July 19—(Canadian 
Press) —Whether it is eventually 
established as a case of kidnapping oF 
violent death, or merely a convenient 
dropping out of sight for the time 
being—the double disaopearance of 
Ambrose J. Small, millionaire theatri- 
cal man of this city, and his secre- 
tary, John Doughty, both well known 
citizens of Toronto, will go down into 
police history here probably as the | 
most mysterious and*baffling to date. 
Smal! has been missing since Decem- 
ber 2, and Doughty since December 
28 last. 

Toronto police detectives have had 
numerous trips to New York and 
other points on sundry clues on both 
or either of the men, but so far noth- 
ing eubdstantial haa been aeeortained 
tegarding their movements since the 
dates mentioned. Many square yards 
of earth have been dug up, the waters 
of the bay have been dragged, and 
many bodies examined on assumptions 
which turned out to be cases of mis- 
taken identity, The whole continent 
of America has been combed by de- 
tectives in eearch of some clue as to 
what has become of the missing men, 
and practically every country in the 
clvflised world has been flooded with 
olroufars describing Mr, fmajl and 
offering rewerda for the recovery of 
him, dead or alive, 

Mr. Small had just pot threugh a 
daal for the eale of his interests tn a 
oteing of theatres in Canada at 
$3,760,000 to a syndicate known a6 
Trans-Canada Theatres, Limited, and 
a few hours before his dseappearance 
on December 32 he had reesived a 
ehyeque for $1,000,600 in connection 
with the sale. This cheqne he deposi- 
ted in his bank, On that day he had 
lunch with hia wife down-town, and 
promieed her to be hame to dinner in 
the evening, He attended to pame 
business late that afterpoon at the 
Grand Opera Houte here, which was 
Ineinded in the properties sojlj to 
Trans-Canada Pheatres, and about 7 
o'clock etarted for home, sq far as \e 
known. The last pesson known to 
have seen him wae his faverite news- 
bay, from whom Ms, Small bought the 
éveaing papers, ag peual, 

Whe fact that Mr. Smetl was miss-

A few weeks ag 
the discovery wae made that $150,000 


of Victory Bonds were miasing from 
the safety deposit vault where they 
had been placed by @fr. Small, and it 
was stated that Doughty had access 
to the vault. Thereupon, circulars 
were issued offering $5,000 reward 
for the arrest of John Doughty on a 
charge of having abducted Ambrose 
Small, and $5,000 for Doughty's arrest 
on a charge of having gtolen the mias- 
ing Victory Bonde.

PROFESSOR MACOUN, 
LEADING BOTANIST, 
DEAD AT OTTAWA 


Ottawa, July 19—(Canadian Press) 
—Professor Jotn Macoun, one of 
Canada's leading botanists and for 
many years a resident of Ottawa, 
Passed away Sunday at his home in 
Sidney, B. C.. He waa 90 years old, 
and was knoWn from coast to coast 
as one of the great contributors to the 
science of botany, and one who, in 
collaboration with his gon, the late 
Mr. J. M. Macoun, this city, had 
analyzed and dédstinguished some 
100,000 specimens of the flora of Can- 
ade. 

His wife, formerly Miss Wilen 
Tyrell, whom he married in 1862, sur- 
vives him in Sidney, B. C., where the 
couple moved about eight years ago, 
to live with their daughter there, Mrs. 
A. O. Wheeler. One son, Mr. W. T. 
Macoun, of the experimental farm 
here, survives, and, has left to attend 
the funeral of-his father. One other 
son, Mr. James Micoun, passed away 
geveral months ago, Three daugiiters 
also survive. They are: Mrs. Arthur 
Wheeler, Sidney, B.C.; Mrs. (Dr.) 
Rufus Kingman of Wallingford, Ver- 
mont, and Mrs. Captain Willlam Ever- 
all of Victoria, B. C. The funeral will 
take place Tuesday at Sidney.
